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EDITORIAL NOTES 


DoCUMENTS FOR THE SMALL LIBRARY 


3y Elleine H. McLellan 
Reference Department, Detroit Public Library 


This is the second part of a paper prepared for the Reference Section, Michigan 
Library Association, Marquette, Michigan, October 8-11. The first part was 
printed in the January, 1931, Booklist. 


THE NUMBER OF UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT publications useful 
for supplementing the circulating stock of the small library is legion 
and it is not possible in this paper to do much more than mention a few 
outstanding examples. One can hardly find a better review of the 
economic resources of Ireland than in the Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce Bureau’s Trade information bulletin no. 188, entitled Jreland. 
The National Park Service publications, Glimpses of our national 
monuments, National parks portfolio, and separate leaflets on each 
park answer many demands from summer travelers, while the Geo- 
logical Survey’s Guide book of the western United States, made up 
of five of its bulletins, although somewhat out of date, is still valuable 
for its maps, illustrations, and historical matter. The Navy Depart- 
ment’s Island of Guam is a satisfactory treatise on that important 
region, and its Information concerning the United States navy and 
other navies contains good lists of books on the navy as well as valu- 
able history. Game birds suitable for naturalizing in the United 
States, issued as Department of Agriculture Circular no. 96, and the 
Department’s Leaflet no. 27, Recommendations to beginners in fur 
farming, are popular. From the Department of Agriculture come 
also A study of the oil burner as applied to domestic heating, 1929 
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(Technical bulletin no. 109) and American medicinal plants of com- 
mercial importance, its new Miscellaneous publication no. 77. An 
excellent new publication from the Office of Education is Notes on the 
Oregon Trail, arranged as new material of instruction in geography, 
civics, and history for elementary schools (Bulletin, 1930, no. 27) 
How to obtain good finger prints, 3d ed., 1919, issued by the Navi- 
gation Bureau of the Navy Department, and How to take finger 
prints, 1929, from the Department of Justice, are always in demand 
whenever a library places cards for them in its catalog. Along with 
these might be mentioned the splendid material issued by the Smith- 
sonian Institution and by the Bureau of American Ethnology. This 
bureau’s valuable Handbook of American Indians, issued as its Bulle- 
tin no. 30 in two volumes, is out of print and should be sought, along 
with other out-of-print documents, from second-hand dealers such as 
W. H. Lowdermilk of Washington, D.C. Pan American union pub- 
lications, considered almost as government documents, even though 
they are purchased from the Union, add materially to any public 
library’s collection. The American nation series, with pamphlets on 
each Latin American country; the American city series, with similar 
bulletins on the important cities of Central and South America; and 
the Commodities of commerce series, dealing with rubber, cacao, 
chicle, coffee, etc., will be used by teachers and students in any small 
library. From the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic commerce valu- 
able material may be obtained on Latin America, and, in fact, on 
almost every country of the world. A useful little sheet is the Circular 
from the Treasury Department entitled Values of foreign moneys, 
which comes out quarterly and gives the legal standard and monetary 
unit, with its value in terms of United States money, for each foreign 
country. 

State publications are peculiarly difficult to locate. The Book Re- 
wiew Digest includes selected documents but the only complete guide 
is the Monthly checklist of state publications prepared by the Library 
of Congress from the files which each state sends to it, and procured 
for one dollar per year. State library bulletins and commission publi- 
cations often contain lists and, by careful watch, notices may be found 
elsewhere now and then. The John Crerar Library of Chicago has 
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recently issued a mimeographed list, number seven in its Reference 
List Series—Buibliography of official rosters, state manuals, state 
yearbooks, etc., currently issued—which tells from what office each 
publication may be secured. These rosters, or blue books, contain 
much valuable information and the small library will find considerable 
use for those of its own and adjoining states. In general, the publica- 
tions of states are free but information about their availability may 
be obtained from the Secretary of State or from the State Library. 
Agricultural bulletins; conservation, geological, and public health 
publications ; education pamphlets—particularly those containing pro- 
erams for holiday observance—and descriptive material about the 
states are all important. Such a publication as Wisconsin, the beauti- 
ful, a pamphlet giving all the necessary information about that state 
and issued under the direction of the conservation commissioner, for 
the purpose of promoting interest in its natural resources, is often 
the best material that even a large library can find on the subject. 
Quite a substantial travel collection can be built up from such publica- 
tions. By experience one learns to expect better material on one sub- 
ject or another from certain states. The New York State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s Apples of New York, issued in two volumes 
in 1905, has long been cited as an outstanding example of a beautifully 
illustrated and carefully prepared state publication. 

The close relations between the United States and Canada have 
developed interest in this neighbor country. Canadian official publica- 
tions such as the handbook entitled Canada, issued by the Canada 
bureau of Statistics in 1930, and available from F. A. Acland, King’s 
printer, Ottawa, Ontario, for 25 cents, would be valuable assets in any 
reference collection. The Natural Resources Intelligence Division of 
the Department of the Interior issues a list of interesting reports, 
pamphlets, and maps on Canada. One of the most useful of the pam- 
phlets—V acations in Canada, 2d ed., 1929— is a compact manual for 
the tourist and sportsman. How to enter Canada is a useful little 
leaflet which summarizes the regulations regarding the entry of auto- 
mobiles for touring, pleasure boats, etc. The publications of the De- 
partment of Mines and of the Geological Survey of Canada also 
contain information of great use in the average small library. 
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The vast field of government publications offers unlimited possibili- 
ties for increasing the facilities of any public library and patrons are 
justified in expecting to find available the important publications of 
their state, the excellent materials of the federal government on the 
State’s resources, geology, and special conditions, and the outstanding 
publications of neighboring foreign countries, interesting to any citi- 
zen of the United States.
